possess  so  little  merit  that  they  should  be  discarded 
from  modern  lists.  To  this  end  we  have  prepared  a 
stock  of  tested  varieties  worthy  of  your  consideration, 
with  descriptions  as  true  and  concise  as  possible,  and 
prices  as  reasonable  as  consistent  with  the  avail- 
able stock  within  our  control. 

Now  then,  let’s  talk  business.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  going  to  be  your  task  to  determine  what  individual 
or  firm  is  going  to  serve  YOU  as  you  wish  to  be  served. 
It  has  been  said”  that  persons  who  love  flowers  are 
honest  and  reliable.  This  is  not  always  the  case  for 
there  are  some  dealers  who  love  flowers,  but' who  love 
money  more.

If  you  are 
an  enthusiastic  glad,  grower  we  trust  that  descrip- 
tions, herewith,  will  convey  as  nearly  true  color  class- 
ifications and  type  characteristics  as  can  be  expected. 
We  have  found  it  difficult  in  very  many  instances,  to 
omit  our  personal  descriptive  exuberanc  es — but  we 
have  done  so.  Some  of  us  mortals  rave  over  one  partic- 
ular variety  while  to  others  our  grammatical  explosions 
are  quite  overdrawn.  Therefore  We  have  omitted  them. 

You  know  quite  well,  when  two  or  three  descrip- 
tions in  the  same  catalog  read  “the  grandest  white  in 
existence”  or  “the  best  commercial  red  on  the  market” 
that  somehow,  someway,  someone  must  have  worn 
leather  goggles  when  he  proof  read.  We  insist,  there- 
fore, that  a catalog  usually  shows  up  the  dealer.
